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A New Torpedo-Boat. 

The Paris correspondent oftho'Lon- 
don 'Times' writes, under date of 
March 12, as follows:— "Some very 
iuteresting experiments were made a 
Jevr -dayB ago ttt Cherbourg with the 
Utile i^ubinarine vessel called the 
Ihorneycroft. It was the occasion of 
testing iu French waters whether a 
torpedo could be launched against a 
ship in full sail. Accordingly, Admir- 
al Jaurez, who coaimunds the squad- 
ron, ordered a disabled sliip, the Buy- 
onnaise, daiiug; a rather rough sea, to 
ba towed out ]^ ft; steamer belonging 
to the Navy;"'''A''S6^ Lieutenant, 
M. Loraoinne, was sent lor and in- 
formed that ho had been selected to 
make the experiment of launching the 
Tborneycroft against the Bajonnaise 
while both were in full sail. He ac- 
cepted the mission without hesitation, 
picked out two engine-men and 
a pilot, and went with them into 
the interior of the Thorneycroft, 
of which only a small part was above 
water; this visible portion being paint- 
ed of a grayish color, so as to be easily 
confused with the sea. The torpedo 
was placed eo as to project from the 
bow of the vessel, at the extremity of 
which were lateen aailyards about 
three metres in length. The towing 
steamer then took its position in 
front of the squadron, and the Thor- 
neycroft also assumed the position as- 
signed for it, an interval of three or 
four marine miles separating the tor- 
pedo and the Bnyonnaiso. On a sig- 
nal being given, both were set in mo- 
tion, the steamer advancing in a 
straight line, and the Thorneycroft ob- 
liquely, BO as to take the Bayonnaiso 
in flank. The steam tug went at four- 
teen knots an bour,guiag at full speed 
in ord,er to , escape the Thorneycroft. 
The ld£Cer went' at nineteen Itnots an 
hour, the squadron keeping in the 
rear, so as to \yitnes3 the operations. 
At the end of that time the distance 
between the Thorneycroft and the 
Bayounaise bad sensihly diminished, 
aild'^at'ay given moment the former, in 
order to come up with the latter at the 
requisite distance, had to slacken speed 
to eight knots an hour. The whole 
squadron watched the last phase of 
the struggle with breathless interest, 
and people asued themselves whether 
the shook of the torpedo would not in- 
fallibly destroy the little vessel which 
bore it. It was .feared .that the lives 
of the Second Lieutenant, 'Lemoinne, 
and liis three comijanions were ab- 
solutely sacriliced. However, the two 
vessels got visibly nearer. All at once 
JUe Thorneycroft put on a last spurt, 
and struck the Bayonnaije ivith its 
whole force on tho starboard bow. 
The sea was terribly agitated, a deaf- 
ening report was hcai il, and Uie Bay- 
ounaise, with a rent as big as a bouse, 
sank with wonderful rapidity. As for 
the-Thoroeycroft,- rebqunding by tho 
:^liolifc>aK6ut^' fifteen nietrea' 6£F, even 
i before,. the explosion occurred, it went 
fSuiiliTnH round for a few moments, 
and then quietly resumed the direction 
of tho squadron. No trace remained 
of tho Bayonnaisojit was literally swal- 
lowed up by. the., sea. . Unanimous 
plaudits greeted the cou'riigeous sail- 
,ors as they joined the Admiral's squad- 
'ron'-tb report on tho mission they had 
accomplished. Tho experiment was 
repeated two days Inter, under the same 
conditions, with another disabled ship, 
and,^yith the same success, and, in tho 
opinion of "coin petent men, this is one 
of tho most decisivo torpedo oxpori- 
ments which have yet been made. The 
little torpedo boat, with its lateen sail- 
yards, resembles a small gray vizard, 
and is scarcely discoruable in tho 
water. It i8,0Yideut that a single boat 
of this kind would be unable to ap- 
proach an enemy's ship unless at dusk, 
or whun it would be impossible to dis- 
tinguish it at a distanoo, for had such 
an attack been attempted iu broad day- 
light tho Thorneycroft would mani- 
festly have been knocked to pieces by 
th'e guns of the threatened ship before 
it could have carried out its project. 
On tho other hand, it would be quite 
imposaihle for one or even several 
ships to defend tbemsolves against a 
simultaneous attack, say, by twenty or 
twenty-five Thorney crofts; and, as 
thoBB cost only a iiftioth part of the 
oxponsos of a man-of-war, this oxpori- 
mont presents a formidable problem 
to State navies. What is certain is that 
those who witnessed tho affair wore 
greatly impressed by it, and are per. 
Buadod that it is thp fltartling point 
iia^iiiftiv'itftljle' trabsfotmatioQ ih'saTal 
taotioi.

The Dai/y Telegraph, in an editorial, 
discusses Mr. Ooldwiu Smith's ^'oW/uV^/iC/y 
Btvieu) manifesto. It says that his judg- 
xnent is rendered important by the high 
charaoter of his intellectual attainments.

The Telegraph goes on to nay: — "The 
demand for grain, timber, and petroleum 
irom the'DoralDida is destined to^haye an 
indefinite expansion, while the 'consign- 
ments of live and dead cattle to this 
country (England) bid fair to transcend 
all the other exported commodities. Even 
if Canadian duties should remain station 
ary, they do not opijoso obstacles to 
Canada's commercial relations with Great 
Britain so formidable as those caused by 
the tariff adopted by the United States 
On the other hand, should the statesmen 
of the Dominion ever espouse the prinoi 

Ele of Free Trade, towards which they 
appily evince a manifest leaning, Cana- 
da will furnisli a more important market 
for British wares than at any previous 
period. We are under no apprehensions 
that either annexation to or union with 
the United States is near, as the people of 
the Dominion rank among the most loyal 
of oar colonies, and betray not even the 
faintest wish for the severance of their 
connection with the British Crown. They 
warmly appreciate the prewtige and 
onrity they enjoy as subjects of Great 
Britain, and we are convinced that they 
wonld be as loath to part with the Mother 
OoQ&tiy as she would bo to lose them.'

English Mail. 

Herr Daniel E. Bandmann writeB 
from the Garriok Club to the "Times: 
'The Dean of Carlisle, in a terrible 
anathema' curses the stage and aotors 
in general; styles tbem a lawless. God- 
less people; heaps bitter reproacbeo on 
that kind and true Christian gentlemen 
the Bishop of Mancbeater, for defend- 
ing tbem, and for seeing 'good in 
everything,' even in a play actor! To 
attempt a defence against such intol- 
erance would be to me a waste of time, 
coming, as I do, of a nation where the 
stage is a Stato institution and regarded 
no eviually necessary to the people with 
the Chuioh; where tb«y play. twice on_ 
a Sunday to give the working' classes 
an opportunity of receiving instruction 
and enjoyment from the works of Sbak- 
8peare,fc)chiller,Goetbe,Byron,Calder- 
on, Lessing, &o. Leaving all moral 
observations out of the question, I 
only wish to place two practical facts 
before the worth jDean ,whiob I am in a 
position to state on the authority of 
the highest ofiicial in Scotland. When 
the Theatre lioyal in Edinburgh was 
burned down the cases of inebriety in 
that district rose to 50 per cent, above 
the average, and from the moment of 
its re-opening drunkeness sank again 
to its normal state. In a small town 
in Scotland a clergyman informed mo 
that he is always grateful when a com- 
pany of actors pay a visit to bis town, 
because the sti^ela are kept Clear from 
idlers and the publicans complain of 
bad trade." 

According to a London cosrespond- 
ent, the original of Gwendolyn, the 
heroine of George Elliott's "Daniel 
Deronda," is a lady now living in 
London, who some years ago was pos- 
sessed of nearly a million dollars. She 
went to the continent and became 
"an infatuated gambler," losing nearly 
all her money, and parting with bor 
necklace, as the book states. During 
her infatuation she was narrowly 
watched by George Elliott, and also 
by a wealthy gentleman living to-day 
iu Manchoater. So interested did he 
become in "Gwendolyn" that, as the 
book stated, he offered to make good 
her losses if she would cease to play, 
but was refused. Gwendolyn is now 
25 years old, unmarried, grand daughter 
of one of England's greatest poets, but 
lives on an income of about a thousand 
dollars a year, all that was saved from 
the wreck . 

The late Mr. Nathaniel Greenhaigh, 
cotton spinner, Thornidykes, Sharpies, 
near Bolton, haB,it is said, bequeathed 
£40,000 for the erection and endow- 
ment of two churches, one. at. or near 
Astley Bridge, and the other in the 
neighborhood of Pike's Lane, in Bolt- 
on. 

About five weeks ago there was 
washed ashore on the coast of one of 
the Orkney Islands a bottle containing 
an appeal from some starring cast* 
aways who had been wrecked on the 
St. Kilde, the most linacessible of the 
Hebridean islets. Mr. Sands, a Scot- 
tish artist, had landed on that lonely 
rock in a small boat, and on January 
17 an Austrian vessel was wrecked off 
the cliffs and nine survivors were wash- 
ed ashore. The Islanders had scarcely 
provisions enough for themselves, but 
they generously shared what they had 
with the ten castaways. Starvation 
stared them all in the face. Mr. Sand s 
wrote the message containing this in- 
formation, and, lashing the bottle ton 
life-buoy and rigging a small sail, cast 
it adrift. The little craft drifted to the 
Orkneys, and was picked up by the 
islanders. The gunboat Jackal was 
despatched to the island with a store 
of provisions, and arrived not a day 
too soon, for the islanders and their 
guests were starving. The artist and 
sailors were landed at Greenock about 
March 1, ofter a dangerous voyage. 
The London "Telegraph" states that 
St. Klida belongs to the Maoleod of 
Macleod, whose family has owned it 
for over two centuries. Over the es- 
tates ho reigns with a despotism as un- 
questioned as that of the Czar. The 
whole trade of the poor people is this 
factor's monopoly, for until Mr. Sands 
brought a boat for them a few months 
ago they were unable to undertake a 
passage to Lewis, and sell their pro- 
duce for themselves. They attribute 
to this neglect to send them supplies 
this season, when their corn crop was 
a failure, the straifened state of their 
resources when Iho Austrian oastaways 
were thrown on their charity. ' * 
Berlin correspondent oends us tbo 
following account of adiscovevy which 
would seem to have been anticipated 
in a remarkable story, by M. About:— 
"About a fortnight ago a telegram was 
received at Berlin from Heidelberg 
containing tho news of a scientific dis- 
oovery almost too wonderful to be be- 
lieved. Subsequent experiments, 
however, appear to have fully confirm- 
ed tho news. Professor Kunnel, at 
Heidelberg University, has proved that 
the last object seen by a slaughtered 
animal remains imprinted, and is per- 
fectly visible for a short time a'fter 
death, upon the retina of tho victim's 
eye. More than this, the learned 
Professor has succeeded in preserving 
the imprinted picture very much in the 
way in which photographed portraits 
are fixed by the maker of ordinary 
cartes. The animals experimented 
upon wore cowa and rabbitts."

country.

"Economist"' and author of many 

works upon political oconomj,- tho 
best known of which is probably 
"Lombard-Street," n. description of 
the English luoiioy market. Among 
the political economists now living 
there is scarcely one fitted to fill the 
gap created by the death of Mr. Bage- 
hot. 

Tho London "Saturday Koviow," 
speaking of recent accidents to British 
men-of-war says: — "All that need bo 
said is that within six months eight 
ships have broken down — the Hydra, 
armour-plated turret ship, Shah, iron 
frigate cased with wood; Thuuciorer, 
armour-plated iron turret ship; Alex- 
andra, armour plated iron turret ship; 
Boadicea, wood. cased iron corvette; 
Invincible, double iron ship, finiiour- 
plated; Dnnne, stcnui corvette; nud 
Shannon, nrmour-iiliited ship.

London, April 10.— The DaiVy News' St. 
Petersburg correspondent say's tho war 
feeling is intense. There uover was such 
u popular war as this will bo. There is 
no brag and bluster, but a quiet resolution 
is depicted on every man's face and is 
manifest in everybody's language. 

Washikqton, April 16.— A telegram re- 
ceived at the navy department yesterday 
from Lieut, Honry Corringe, commanding 
U. S. steamer Gettysburg, at Constanti- 
Jioplo, refers briefly to the condition of 
afluirs there, and states that war is immin- 
ent, and announces that tho Eussian 
eiubas.yy was to leave Constantinople to- 
day. ' : , ■ 

London, April IC. — In' the House of 
Lords, Earl Granville criticized tlio Gov- 
ernment's )5oIicy touching tho Eastern 
question. He said tho i^rotocol was nearly 
tho same o.s tho Berlin memorandum. 
Why did not the govornmont accept that 
united action in Europe which then might 
have prevented war? Neither Russia nor 
Turkey had then taken an irretraoeablo 
position. Ho attacked tho ministry, whose 
boasts about raising England's position 
abroad now subject them to ridicule, and 
advocated European concert for the hotter 
goverument of Turkey. 

Lord Derby vindicated tho protocol. 
Ho believed tho House would agreo that 
under existing circumstances it was beat 
not to do anything concerning the future. 

London, April IG. — A dispatch from 
Vienna says it is reported th;it the Por'o 
shows an inclination to oft'er voluntarily 
to code to Austrii ceitain districts in 
Herzegovina which will increase the strate- 
gical importance of Dalniutia and Biula.

Letter from Telegraph Creek. 

Stiokebn Eiver, March '1th. 
Editob.OoIiOHISX:— There is little news 
of importance from this locality. Nearly 
all the miners who wintered here have 
gone into the diggingti. Those wint- 
ering iu tho mines have been able to work 
to advantage owing to there being no ico 
in tho ground. At the middle of Feb- 
ruary the snow was on an average nine 
foetjaere and at Glenora Landing, but 
soon lessened to about five feet. TIjo 
thermomotor never oxceodod 21 dog. bo- 
low zero. Some of tl.o animal.^ wintering 
hero aro having a rattier rough timo of it, 
as the owners woro unprepared with feed. 
Other packers who were prepared arc go- 
ing to come out all right. Provisions aro 
veiy Boaroe both here and at Glenora 
Landing; but ore plentiful in the mines. 
The Hudson Bay Co. have got a largo 
quantitj at the Lower Post, which their 
steamers could not got through laut fall 
owing to low water. 

Some Indians have come from the coast 
and started a revival meeting at tho 
Landing. I hope they will ezj^nd their 
labors as far up as this, as several of our 
white inhabitants would bo none tho worso 
of a little convorsion. It is said that a 
number of white devils are determined to 
mar thcii' PfOKrosa, which I hopo is not 
tho cose. Tho revivalists have the honor 
of being the first to hold religious sor- 
vioes of any kind publicly in this district. 

Mr. McKay (H. B. Co.) has discovered 
a quartz mine close to tho Hudsou Bay 
store at Glenora which prospects well. 
Tho most experioncod minors say that it 
will bo ft big thing— being rich with gold, 
silver and copper, 

Lowhee White aud a number of other 
old miners have left here for tlie head

• A correspondent of the Trendenbhll 
confirms the report that the right wing, 
which in the weakest portion, crosses the 
Deucester at Choloyua and goes along tho 
Austrian frontier to Paskang. Tho left 
wing, tho ftrongest.will cross the Danube 
between Romi and Ismail. 

A Paris correspondout to tho Times 
says: It is a mistalio to think tho Turks 
would greet tho Austrians as allies and al- 
low them to penetrate into Bosnia without 
striking a blow. Such rcsiirtanoe would 
be an ephemerol striigglo, but would ne- 
cessitate a declaration of war by Austria. 
Tho entry of Austria on tho scouo would 
bo looked upon as a signal for a wide 
conflagration. 

Bucharest, April 17.— Tho movement 
of the Russian armj' from Kichenefi" to- 
ward Ulgouhi has made considerable pro- 
gress. The troops at the points of con- 
centration near the Roumanian frontier, 
are being continually reinforced, and 
troops from the interior are filling tho 
positions vacated by those going to the 
front. 

Constantinople, April 17. — It hos been 
decided I hat the Turkish cabinet shall 
meet daily to deliberate on the situation. 
It is reported that on the outbreak of war 
Kussiau subjeota will be expelled from 
Turkey. 

London, April 17. — All troops will be 
held iu garrison this afternoon in roadi- 
ness to turn out if required in view of tho 
threatened march of a body of Tiohborn- 
ites to the House of Oommons to present 
a petition for the release of Arthur Orton. 
It is Htatcd there are a'hundred thousand 
of tho petitioners.

I expressed my 
deep rogrot to MusuruB Pasha at tho view 
tho Porto has taken,' I thought uuneoes 
sary any further discussion of the step 
which has boon adopted by tho Porto. 
After full coiisidoration it could not bo 
retraced. 1 i;aid, however, it did not 
Koom clear wlietlior tho Porto would send 
an luiiliii aador to St. Petersburg or not to 
treat on tho (juestion of mutual disarma- 
ment. Muanrus Pasha stated that Tur- 
key was not prepared to adopt any such 
mcasuro, and cxprnaaod opinions that 
mattora could not ho sultled satiBfaotorily 
unlosH the powers should consent to an- 
nul the protoool. I replied that the di- 



vorgenco between tho views of tho two 
governments appeared so wide as to ren- 
der further discussion useless, and I said 
I could not soo what further flteps Eng- 
land could talio to avert a war which ap- 
peared inevitablo. Musurus Pasha an- 
swered that the attitude of hia govern- 
ment was simply defensive; that thoy did 
nob desiro war, but thov would prefer it 
toasaoriflco of national indopoudeuco, 
which appeared to bo involved in tho ao- 
ceptanco of tho protoool. 

The Berlin correspondent of the 5tanrf- 
ard telegraphs: I hear from Vienna that 
negotiations are : pending between tho 
powers on one side and Russia on tho 
other, by which tho immediate outbreak 
of war seems likely to be prevented. 

A correspondent of the Daili/ Telegraph 
saya he has inspected tho Ottoman fleet 
in the Bospliorus and finds the condition 
of the Sultan's navy splendid. Tho ves- 
sels are fully manned and the discipline 
is as good as possible. Admiral Habert 
Pnsha has been fomally appointed com- 
mnndor of tho the Black Sea squadron, 
which comprisos 15 ironclads. Tho forts 
on tho Bosphorus aro also ready. Reports 
from tho armies aro satisfactory. Meha- 
mat Pasha, first aide-de-camp of the Sul- 
tan, has left the capital, to inspect the 
troops and munitions of war in Anatolia 
aud superintend tho final arrangomonts 
along the Asiatic frontier. 

Gorman contractors who supplied tho 
corps at Belfort and Strasbourg have ar- 
rived at St. Petersburg, where they are 
making largo contracts. Fifty railway 
engines, fitted for gauges of Roumanian 
lines, have boon supplied by Berlin fac- 
tories. Ono-third of tho army at Kischo- 
niir will not cross tho Pruth, but will 
move towards Sulini to cross over into 
Dobuid-schn. Two Tnrki".Ii monitors are 
at Sulini. 

The Athena correspondent of tho BaUi/ 
News states that the Greek government 
has given orders that on army of 60,000 
men bo in readiness for active service in 
ease of need. The feeling in Athens is of 
intense unxioty. 

London, April 15.— Tho Standard's 
special from Vienna Eays tho Russian am- 
bassador had an audience with tho Em- 
peror of Austria to-day, and afterwards 
an interview with Count Andrassay, to 
whom he communicated the telegraphic 
circular from Prince Gortsohakqff.i 

Yesterday's panio in 'finanoial oiroles 
was followed by a trifling recovery to- 
night in consequonca of private messages 
from Paris and London stating that dip- 
lomatic attempts are likoly to be made to 
pave the way for giving satisfaction to 
Russia's susceptibilities by amending the 
treaty of Paris. The greatest readiness is 
discernable on the part of the Austrian 
government to support any last attempt to 
procure peace which may be. made by 
England.

When the first boat was launched I wont 
aft to the cabin to get the passengers into 
it. When I opoued tho cabin door I was 
boat back by tho flames and could not got 
in; met tho flr.-it onginoer and Mr. Pop- 
pendeck; told the first engineer, McDon- 
ald, to got into that boat and savo all you 
can. Uo wont over the side into the boat 
with Mr. Poppeudeck after him. I then 
left and went forward to get tho raft off. 
It was impossible to roach tho lady pass- 
engcr.s, the flames having taken possess- 
ion of the cabin. There was uo intima- 
tion of fire until tlio hatohcs woro open- 
ed, and cannot account for its origin; 
about & in the boat that got away clear of 
tho ship. Mr. Poppendeck was in the 
boat; saw nothing of them afterwards. I 
looked around and saw no oho forward. I 
thou went on tho raft myself. The ste- 
wardess and two men woro aft hanging on 
tho rail. Tho stowardpsa called out to mo 
to save her. I told her to jump. She 
came down half way, but tho raft drifted 
ofT, and she not letting go, was lost with 
the two men "who were on the deck. 

Bbnninoton, Vt., April IG.— Dr. R. II. 
(ircon, of Hoosnck, Now York, was 
thought dead, aud his holy placed in a 
vault about two weeks ago. As hs had 
narrowly escajied burial while ia a trance 
sevaral years since, his wife was requect- 
od to visit bis body- until no doubt of 
death existed.

We visited Washington tomb to-day at 
Mount Vernon, Va., somo twelve miles 
from this city, down tho Potomac, and we 
had the ' unusual privilege of beholding 
the mortal remains of tho immortal Wash- 
ington. Visitors to tho tomb will remem 
ber that tho west wall of tho samo has for 
several years been in a falling condition 
and in great need of repair. A few days 
since part of it tumbled into the tomb, 
completely covering the sarcophagus of 
Washinaton, ,ttndu.;'^«o,^ftfc :;of Jtfwirlho 
Washington. In order to repair the dam- 
ago in a competent manner, it was fonnd 
necessary to remove them a few foot from 
their resting iilaco. Tho one containing 
tho remains of Martha Washington waa 
removed first, but tho unusual weight of 
one containing the remains of Washing- 
ton aroused the curiosity of the offioiol 
who was superintending the work of re- 
moval, and it was decided to open that 
sarcophagus in order to ascertain the 
cause. This was done, and tho remains 
wore found to be petrified, in fact, a solid 
stone resembling a statue, the features 
peifectly natural, with tho exception of 
eyes and ears, no trace of which can be 
seen. Tho body is of a dark leathery 
color, and may bo eoid to.bp a soft sand- 
stone, which would likely' ljre"afe"Bfibfuld 
an attempt be made to remove it&om the 
sarcophagus. Edward Baker, an'aged 
colored man, who had resided upon "the 
form sinco he was a boy, and who assisted 
in removing tho remains from tho old 
tomb to tho present one, informs us that 
it is thirty-eight years sinco their last re- 
moval. At that time they had rested in 
the old tomb thirty-eight years, and were 
exhumed in a state of preservation beyond 
all expectation; being a solid compact 
mass, with the skin drawn tightly to tho 
bones, petrification no doubt having oom- 
meuced its work. Tho repairs to the tomb 
will bo completed to-day, and the sarcop- 
hagus is not likely to be opened again for 
a century to come, unless, indeed, in the 
case of an architect, as in the present in- 
stance, and the . remains of the immortal 
Washington will then be as enduring as 
liis memory is dear. 

ANOTHER MARVELLOUS MOTOR! 

The Kelly Motor. 

A correspondent of the Buffalo Oommer- 
cial writes of a wonderful motor invented 
by Mr. Kelly, of Wa.shingtou (no connec- 
tion with Keely, of Philadelphia) . It is 
stated that "rapid progress is being made 
with tho Kl-IIv motor, and iu tho course 
of ten days it will bo placed in operation 
on tho street railways of Washington City. 
A stock company has already been formed 
and tho machine is under construction 
at Baltimore. What its performance will 
be may readily. be inferred from what has 
been accomplished by its little rcT^rosent- 
ative (the model) which is but a toy, in 
fact, and was.constructed merely to ex- 
hibit tho operation and motion, but 
which has astonished Mr. Kelly himself 
by the speed and great power it develops. 
Having a weight of only 12% pounds, 
being 12 inches long, . 12 -inohea..high, 6 
inches wide, with two levers 9 inches in 
length, operating by means of movable or 
living plorums, with two weights of only 
2y, pounds each, upon two circular and 
reciprocal revolving and inclined planes 
of, respectively, three and four inches in 
diameter, it easily ascended a grade of 
thirteen hundred feettothe mile, carrying 
sixty pounds weight of large books, piled 
on so high and wide as to almost obscure 
itself from view. Subsequently it drew 
across the level floor a small wagon weigh- 
ing ton pounds, having on it a man 
weighing 1G8 jjounds, carrying •12i)ound8 
of books in his arms. To effect, as will tho 
large machine, with the aid of only such a 
small engine as grocers use for grinding 
cofTee, at an oxponso no exceeding twenty 
live cents a day, what otherwise cannot be 
done except by a ponderous thirty-horse 
locomotive, weighing ton tons or more, 
consuming half a ton of fuel daily, and 
costing between S2,5U0 and .SB.UUO, will bo 
tho first great achievcmoiit of our second 
century, and when ready for tho road, tho 
outlay for its building will not exceed 
8700,'6r its weight-be more than two or 
three tons. Then, as before intimated, its 
almost entire disregard for the questiou 
of grades will so cheapen tho construction 
of railroads, as to place thorn within the 
meons of ucorly every locality-.
